Tux question raised at the Supreme Court 
yesterday morning by Mr. E. Osnorne, 
foreman, of the special jury summoned for w 
stall civil case, concerning a trade dispute 
of no vital grivity, was one of very great 
interest und importance toull business men 
in Hongkony. When the time arriyed for 
- commencement of. the case, Mr. Osnorne 
» brought forward the following protest :— 
“(1). Is it necessary in the interests of 
“Justice that a special jury should be called 
- © for thig‘case 7 --(2): Is -it in the’ interest 
“and for the benefit of the community that 
Awe should be called upowat great personal’ 
“ inconvenience, and possible loss, to devote 
!‘yaluable.time over a case of this kind ? 
+ (8). If these questions cannot be answered 
44 ‘the affiritintive: we would most’ reapect- 
_fally protest at being compelled to serve.” 
“Mr. Osnoxwn went on to say that the 
_ ease’ which the jury had been called upon 


to try was only: a trivial trade dispute. 


His, Lordship, the Chief Justice could 


still one which waa ibsurdly inadequate fot’. 


the loss: of time ‘which was certain to. be 


‘Veaused. Even in the case of a leading 


businessman who has a partuer resident in 
the Colony, the inconvenience and disloca-

could not be otherwise than serious. In the 
case of a merchant who is the sole head, of 
his firm; matters are of course far worse.

the fine which would follow. But apart 
from tha fact that. the merchant would be 
Lanmmoned to the Supréme Court to pay 
this fine, there is the undignified nature of 


the preceeding, from which the head of a 
leading local firm might well shrink, And 
then - there is the case of the . principal 
architects, brokers, ete., to whom absence 
from ‘their ordinary duties might not only 
mean loss of time, but also absolute loss of 
‘business, involving possibly. large sums of 
money. Except for a matter of absolutely 
tue first importance to the Colony: it is 
unfair to call upon such persons to sacrifice 
their lawful business. : ; 
The Chief Justice met the complaint 
brought forward by Mr. Osnonve in a most 
sympathetic manner, and “released the jury 
from their attendance. He pointed out 
that u special jury in ‘the enge in question 
had only been stimmoned at the particular 


| inatance of one of the parties, the order pro- 


viding for its mode of trial having directed 
“that itshould be heard beforea Judye with- 
outa jury; and stated that he had made 
it a condition of granting the ‘application 
for a. jury tliat egch juryman should 
receive 815 per diem. Sir Jorin CARBINOTON 
also smentioned that. in two Colonies in 
Which he had been, St. Lucia and British 
‘Guiina, there were no juries in civil cases, 
a state of -ffairs which was quite satis- 
factory to the inhabitants ; and that he 
understood that the same rule prevailed in 
the Straits-Settlements. His advice to the 
jury was that if they felt strongly in the 
matter they should bring their opinion 
under the considoration .of. HB. : the 


Governor, who could, take ateps, if he 
thought fit, to bring abgut a change in the 
law. As Chief Justice, it-;would’ be un- 
becoming for him to move in any way. He 
also mentioned that the new Code, which 
comes into operation on the first of July 
pext, would reduce the right of parties 
to. demnnd gq jury and assimilate ‘the 
pmctice to that prevailing in England. 
With. this weighty expression of pinion 
on -the part of His Lordship, those 
who concur in Mr. Ossozne’s complaint 


will feel encouraged to go on and * 


bring their grievance before the Governor. 
There is no doubt that: they do, as Sir Joan 
Carkinaron suggests, “feel. strongly that 
they should not ba called upon to sacrifice 
their.time and their business interests by 
attending the Court for the trial of issues in 
civil cases.” The abuse is one of consider- 
able standing, but now that the sufferers 
have had‘ the courage to exprenss. their 
opinions there is every reason why they 
should proceed to try to secure the re- 
medy, The main difficulties, we im. 
agine, lie in the reluctunee of the judge 
to take the undivided responsibility in. all 
cnses and in’ the occusional preference of 
one or other, party in a case that the judge’ 
shomld not the sole arbiter. It hay been 
suggested that the aid-of an assessor should 
be requisitioned, if desired by ‘the judge or 
either party, and the success of this system 
in the United States Consular Courts ia 
‘China, in Marine Courts of Enquiry, and 
elsewhere, is a. strong argument in favour 
of the view. In any case it can hardly be 
imagined that legal wit is unable to devise 
‘any-means of correcting the abuse undoubt- 


‘edly cxisting.at presence; but the first im- 


pulse must, come from’ the sufferers them- 
sohves. > :
